UNFITTED FOR HUMAN FOOD 


Simple Treatment That the Chicago 


A rt institute Has Found to 


Be Effective. 


According to th*» bulletin 
of 
the 
Art institute of C’hicago, that organi­ 
zation has been very successful 
in 
keeping its plaster casts presentable 
by means of simplest treatment. 


Th e cast is first sized with an ap­ 
plication of l i n s e e d oil and turpentine. 
This is put on with a brush, and it 
is immaterial whether it is done when 
the cast is new* and clean or after 
It becomes dirty, provided only thrt 
it has not b«***n painted or in any way 
coated with foreign matter. 
The only 
object is to make it 
impervious 
to 
water, so that subsequent applications 
will not sink in. 
Then the east is washed over with 
a coat «if whiting and water with a 
littb* glue (practically a fine white­ 
wash), applied quite 
thin 
with 
a 
brush, and stippled or pounced on, 
so as not. to show brush marks. 
A lit­ 
tle yellow* ochre is put into the wash, 
so that it will not be a blue or dead 
white 
This wash is perfectly soluble, 
arid when it geis dirty it is easily re­ 
moved and a fresh coat appib'd. 
It 
is obvious that the cast is no more 
coated or loaded after the twentieth 
application than after the first. 
It is surprising in fact how little 
th** modeling is obscured, even when 
it is delicate and detailed. 
It 
ia 
doubtful if anybody, how«-v«*r, skillful, 
can tell at a distance of eight or ten 
feet whether a east has been whitened 
o- not, and eight or ten feet is not a 
great distance at whieh to view a 
life-size statue. 
The larger forms are 
not in the least affected by the process 
of whitening.
